I have revievred the version of the amendments to the regulation identified above that were
submitted to the Virginia Regulatory Town HaIl on August 73,2A2A at7:42 pm in order to
determine whether the State Boatd of Education (Board) has the authority to promulgate the
tegulation and if the regulation comports with applicable state law.

Pursuant to the Code of Virginia S 22.7-76, the Board has authodty to promulgate regulations
to clffy out its statutory powers and duties. In addition, S 22.1,-253.13:3 of the Code of Virginia
specifically requires the Boatd to promulgate regulations establishing standards for accreditation of
Virginia's public schools. FinallS these revisions to the regulations are required by Chapter 55,
Chapter 580 and Chapter 874 of the2020 Acts of Assembly.

It is the view of this Office that the Board has the authodty to adopt this fast-ttack
regulation, subiect to compliance with the provisions of Article 2 of the Administrative Process Act
and Vitginia Office of the Governor Executive Order 14 Q018), and that the Board has not
exceeded that authority.
